aill. He argued that no one should

in 


Wisconsin un'.'lTie had. successfully 
passed the examination of the State 
Board of Bar Examiners.

;hat all law schools require 
their 


students to pass frequent examina- 
tions during the course of stidy and 
that to require all to pass the state 
bar examination would place them 
on an equal footing; 


Dean Richard, of the College of
